THe i specie oF its equivalent. 

In asucceeding column will be fond ano- 
thor circular from our Executive officers, 
which prohibits the reception of the notes of 
the Bank of Illinois at Shawneetown as well 
‘as those of the State Bank, by the collectors 
throvghout the State, in payment of revenue. 
Our Exccutive officers now oceupy a ground 
which is impregnable. ‘They have taken the 
responsibility (and a glorious responsibility 
it is) of putting the veto of the law upon bro- 
ken, depreciated, and almost worthless bank 
paper. We look upon this as the firet great 
step in the march of reform of the currency 
of our State, Itis the first step towards the 
introduction of a metallic currency—the first 
step towards stability—and a most important 
move in ridding the State of two swindling, 
shaving, rotten, and rascally Bunks, whic 
have plundered the community out of millions 
of dollars. 

We can never hope to get rid of the paper 
of these rotten banks, while it is taken for 
taxes, Our truc policy is, to take nothing 
but specie, or its equivalent, in payment of the 
public revenue. Let the taxes be reduced as 
Jow as you will, still we say let them be col- 
lected in good money. Hear what Gen. 
Jackson said on this subject in his Farewell 
Address to the people of the United States. 
The old Hero says: 

“Tho paper money system, and its natural 
associates, monopoly and exclusive privileges, 
have already struck their roots deep in the 
soil: and it will require all your efforts to 
check its further growth and eradicate the 
evil. The men who profit by the abuses, and 
desire to perpetuate them, will continue to 
besiege the halls of legislation in the gene. 
ral government, as well as in the States, and 
will seck by every artifice to mislead and de. 
ecive the public servants Il isto yourselves 
that you must look for safety, and the means 
of guarding and perpetuating your free insti 
tutions.” 

“But it will require steady and persere- 
ring exertions on your part to rid yourselves 
‘of the mischiefs and iniquities of the paper 
system, and to check the spirit of monopoly 
and other abuses which have sprung up with 
itand of which itis the main support. So 
many interests are united to resist all re- 
form on this subject, that you must not hope 
‘the conflict will be a short one, or success 
easy. My humble efforts have not been want- 
ing, during my administration, to restore the 
constitutional currency of gold. and silver, 
and something I trust has been done towards 
the accomplishment of this desirable object. 
But enough yet remains to require all your 

enery and perseverance. The power how- 
ever is in your hands, and the remedy must 
and will be applied if you determine upon it,” 

Such is the warning, such the advice, of 
Anprew Jackson to the poopleof the United 
Biates,|when he was about retiring from public 
Ufe. Let ony unprejudiced man read it over 
cooly, and with reflection, and he cannot help 
accing that the warping PKG” Qs ‘and clear- 
headed statesman almost read the future. So 
forcibly does he describe the difficulties which 
must attend the overthrow of the paper sys- 
tem—the steady and persevering exertion 
which the people must continue before they 
can put their feet on the prostrate form of the 
monster—so well does he describe the many 
interests which are united to prevent reform on 
this subject—the money shavers, the host of 
Jazy bank officers, the hordes of speculators 
who faiten on the distresses of the community 
—that it would almost seem, the Spirit oF 
Proruecy had descended from on high, and 
well on the tongue of the retiring President, 
the aged hero, the hoary-headed Statesman, 
May his advice sink deep into the hearts of the 
people: 

But we are not done our extracts from Gen. 
Jackson, applying to this subject. We have 
others which apply directly in point. It will 
be recollected by our readers that at the time 
Gen Jackson delivered his Farewell Address 
to the people of the United States, the Banks 
were siill paying specie. ‘The country was 
‘on the eve of a great suspension but that sus 
pension had not yet come. In May 1837, it 
did come, and Mr Van Buren (then President) 
immediately disconnected the Banks from the 
government, ond refused to take their paper 
in payment of the public revenue, in conse- 
quence of its depreciation below the «onstitu- 
tional currency of gold and silver. His policy 
on that occasion was precisely the same as 
that of our Governor, Auditor and Treasurer 
‘at the present time. 

‘A few months after Mr Van Buren adopted 
this just policy, Gen. Jackson took occasion 
to express his sentiments upon it, in letters 
addressed to the editor of the Globe, in Augu: 
1837. We will make a few extracts. Here 
they follow: 

“Now is the time to separate the Govern 
ment from all banks—to receive and disburse 
the revenue in nothing but gold and silver 
coin—and the circulation of our coin through 
all public disbursements will regulate the 
currency FonEVveR hereafter—keep the Gov- 
ernment free from all embarrassments, whilst 
it leaves the commercial community to trade 
pon its own capital, and the banks to accom 
modate it with such exchenge and credit as 
best suils their own interests—both being mo~ 
ney-making concerns, devoid of patriotism, 
Looking alone to their own interests, regar- 
Jess of others”? ‘The mercantile aristocra- 
cy, combined with the Banks, have assumed 
the right to CONTROL AND MANAGE 
THE GOVERNMENT. 

“The history of the world has never record- 
ed such base treachery ond perfidy as has been 
committed by the Banks. Suspending specie 
payments for the purpose of making large 
profits by throwing out millons of deprecia~ 
fed paper upon the people, SELLING THEIR 
SPECIE at large premiunis—AND BUYING 
UP THEIR OWN PAPER at large dis 
counts of from 25 to 50 per cent., and are 
now looking forward to be indulged. in these 
speculations for years to come, before they 
resume specié payments.” 

What patriot, what lover of his country, 
what honest man, can read the above language 
of Gen. Jackson, and not feel his heart (hob 
and respond to the powerful and overwhelm- 
ing truths which it contains. Haye not the 
Banks and the money-shavers heretofore as- 
sumed the right to control all our legislation— 
have not the Banks thrown out millions of pa- 
per, suffered it to depreciate 60 per cent., in 
the hands of the honest and innocent holder, 


and aro they not now engaged in buying up 
thele own paper at 60 and even as low as 60 
percent. Such isthe game vow practisin 
by Uoth the Hiinois bauks—and we are told 
by the whig bank organs that the State of T- 
Jinois must countenance this wholesale sys 
tem of swindling and robbery by continuing 
to receive these Worthless Bank rigs at par 
for taxes!—thus giving the high sanction of 
the law, and of the State Government, to a 
set of unprincipled robbers, and the d 
and worthless currency whieh they have put 
out amongst the people, But Gen. Jackson 
gives us some further views, directly appli- 
He says, in the 


pased 


cable to the present case. 
same letter, written in 1837: 

“Lam pleased to discover that the Demoe- 
racy re iting upon the plan wf separatin 
the Government from corporations of all kinds, 
and to collect the revenue, keep and disburse 
it by their own agents. This alone can se 
ciire sifely to our revenue, and comrol over 
issues of paper by the State banks. ‘THE 
REVENUE REDUCED to the real wants of 
the Government, PAY ABLE IN GOLD AND 
SILVER COIN, to be disbursed by thie Gov- 
eroment in gold and silver, will GIVE US 
AN UNDEVIATING METALIC CURREN- 
CY, prevent overtrading, and give prosperity 
to all branches of business. Fhope and trust 
the Democracy will unite in adopting the-e 
measures, and they will never have another 
contest with the aristocracy of the few, and 
their puper credit system, upon which they at 
present rely to rule the country,” 

Here Gen. Jackson points out the true pol- 
iey. Every man can understand it, Every 
honest man must approwe it, Reduce the taxes 
says Gen, Jackson, to the wants of the Gov- 
ernment: but let them be paid, says he “in 
coLp and sttveR coin.”

Can we hope 
that emigrants will settle among us, while we 
have such a wretched and rotten currency?— 
Surely not. They would avoid Mlinois, as 
they would o pestilence. Her name would 
become a by-word all over the Union. 

We must here close our remarks for this 
week.

The following is the view taken of the new 
Tariff Act by Mr, Calhoun, when the question 
of its passage was before the Senat 

“Tt results from all that is stated, that this 
bill is so constructed as to give the greatest 
amount of protection, with the least of reve- 
nue, in proportion to the rates of the duties 
proposed, which all the adroit skill of its au 
thors could combine, and its result will be the 
Jenst amount of revenue in proportion to the 
burden on the consumer. In that respect, 
there is no other bill ever passed to be com- 
pared to it, no, not that of 1816, nor 1824, nor 
1828; nor even in ils immediate predecessor, 
the bill vetoed; for that fell far short, in con 
sequence of the omission of duty in this on 
tea and coffee. He hazarded Jittle in saying 
that, if the duty it imposes on the protected 
articles were reduced wwo-thirds, they would 
yield a third more to the treasury; and that 
for every dollar this bill puts into the public 
coffers, it will put tree at least into the pock~ 
ots of the manufacturers, (unless what would 
be worse, and which, he believed, would prove 
to be the ease) it should annihilate that a- 
mount and more of the productive industry 
of the country; to the general impoverishment 
of the community.” 

In reply to the argument that the passage 
of some such Jaw was necessary at the pre~ 
sent time, to relieve the manufacturers from a 
state of destitution, Mr. C, remarked: 

“Already, if we may judge from the decla- 
rations of the Senator from Massachusetts, 
[Mr, Choate,] and other advocates of this 
measure, the protective policy which this bill 
carries, so far, hus made fearful changes for 
the worse ina large portion of the population 
of our country.

The New Treaty with Great Bri- 
tain. 
A TREATY. 

To scitle and define the Boundaries between 
the Territories of the United States and the 
possessions of Her Britannic Majesty in 
North America, for the final suppression of 
‘The African Slave ‘Trade, and for the piv- 
ing up of criminals, fugitves from jus- 
tice, in certain cases: 

Whierens, certain portions of the line of 
boundary between the United States of Ameri~ 
ca and the British cominionsin North Ameri~ 
ca, described in the second Article of the Trea 
ty of Peace of 1788, have not yet been ascer~ 
tained and determined, notwithstanding the 
repeated attempts whien have been heretofore 
made for that purpose: whereas, it is now 
thought to be for the interest of both parties 
that, avoiding further discussion of their res 
peetive rights, arising in this respect under the 
said ‘Treaty, they should agree on a conven~ 
tional line in said portions of the said bounda 
ry, such’ as may be convenient to both parties, 
with such equivalents and compensations, as 
are deemed just and reasonable: And whereas, 
by the Treaty concluded at Ghent, on the 24th 
day of December, 1841, between the United 
States und His , Britannic Majesty, an article 
wens agreed to and inserted “of the following 
tenor, Viz: “Art, 10, Whereas, the trafic in 
slaves is irreconcileable with the principles of 
humanity and justice: And whereas, both His 
Majesty and the United States are desirous of 
continuing their efforts to promote its enfire 
abolition, it is hereby agreed that both the 
contracting parties shall use their best endeav- 
ors to accomplish so desirable an object)” And 
anf notwithstanding the laws which have 


at virions times been passed by the two gov- 
ernihents, and the efforts made to suppress it, 
that criminal trafic is still prosecuted and car: 
ried on: And whereas, the United States of 
America and Her Mnjesty, the Queen of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, 
are determined that, £0 far ns may be in their 
power, it shall be effectually abolished: And 
whereas, it is found expedient for the better 
administration of justice and the prevention 
of crime within the territories and jurisdiction 
of the two parties respectively, that persons 
committing the crimes hereinafter enumera~ 
ted, and being fugitives from justice, should, 
under circumstances, be reciprocally delivered 
up: The United States of America and Her 
Britannic Majesty, having resolved to treat on 
these severa! subject’, have tor that purpose 
appointed their respective Plenipotentiaries 
to negotiate and conclude a Treaty, that is to 
say, the President of the United Siates has, on 
his part, furnished with full powers, Daniei 
Webster, Secretary of State of the United 
States, and Her Majesty, the Queen of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland 
has on her part appointed the Right Honora- 
ble Alexander Lord Ashburton, a Peer of the 
saidjUnited Kingdom, a member of Her Ma- 
jesty’s most Honorable Privy Council, and 
Her Majesty’s Minister Plenipotentiary on a 
Special Mission to the United States; who, af 
ler areciprocal communication of their T 
peetive full powers, have agreed to and signed | 
the following Articles: 

ArticLe L.—It is hereby agreed and: de- 
clared, that the line of boundary shall be as 
follows: 

Beginning at the Monument at_the'source 
of the River St. Croix, as designated and agree 
ed to by the Commissioners under the 5th 
Article in the ‘Treaty of 1793, between the 
Governments of the United States and Great 
Britain; thence North, following the explor~ 
ing line run and marked by the Surveyors of 
the two Governments in the years 1817 anil 
1818, under the fifth article of the treaty of 
Ghent, to ils intersection with the river St.}} 


John and to the middle of the channel there. 
df thence Up the middle UF Ue moln channel 


of said river St. John, to the mouth of the 
j, \river St. Proneis; thence up the middle of the 
j \channel of the enid river St. Francis, and of 
the Lukes through which it flows, to the out- 
let of the Lake Pohenagamook; thence south 
westerly, in astraight Jine to a puint on the 
northwest branch of the river St.John, which 
point shall be ten miles distant from the man 
branch of the St. Joho, ina straight line and 
in the nearest direction; but if the said point 
shall be found to be Jess than seven miles from 
the nearest point or summit or crest of the 
highlands that divide those rivers which emp- 
ty themselves into the river St. Lawrence from 
those which fall into the St, Joho, to a point 
seven miles in a straight line from the said 
summit or crest; thence in a straight line in a 
course about south, eight degrees west to the 
point where the parallel of latitude of 64 deg. 
25 min. north intersects the southwest branch: 
of the St. John; thence southerly by the said 
branch, to the source thereof in the highlands 
atthe Meijarmette portage; thence down along 
the said highlands which divide the waters 
which empty themselves into the river St 
Lawrence from those which fall into the At- 
lantic Ocesn, to the head of Hall’s stream; 
thence down the middle of said stream Uill the 
line thus ron intersects the old boundary 
surveyed and marked by Valentine and Col~ 
lins previously. to the year 1774, as the 45th 
degree of north latitude, and which has been 
knawn and understood to be the Jine of actual 
division between the state of New York and 
Vermont on one side, and the British Province 
of Canada on the other; and, from said point 
‘of intersection, west along the sold dividing 
line as heretofore known and understood, (o 
the Iroquois, or St, Lawrence River. 
ARTICLE IL_—It is moreover agreed, that, 
from the place where the joint commissioners 
terminated their labors, under the sixth article 
of the Treaty of Ghent, to wit: Ata point 
in the Neebrik channel, near Muddy lake, the 
line shall run jnto and along the ship channel, 
between St. Joseph and Tammany Islands, to 
the division of the channel, at or near the head 
of St. Joseph’s Island; thence, turning eas 
wardly and nortbwardly, sronnd the lower 
end o: St, George's or Sugar Islond, and fol- 
lowing the middle of the channel which div- 
ides St. George’s from St. Joseph’s Island; 
thence, up the east Neebrik channel, nearest 
to St. George’s Island, through the middle of 
Lake George; thence west of Jona’s Island, 
into St. Marys River, to a point in the mid~ 
dle of that river, about one mile above St. 
Gcorge’s or Sugar Island, so as to appropriate 
and assign the said island to the United States; 
thence adopting the line traced on the maps 
by the commissioners, through the river St. 
Mary and lake Superior, to a point north of 
Tle Royal in said lake, one hundred yards to 
the north and east of He Chapeau, which last 
mentioned island lies near the northeastern 
point of Te Royal, where the line marked by 
the commissioners terminates; and from the

ArTicin V.—whereas, in the course of the 
controversy respecting the disputed territory 
on the Northeastern Boundary, some inoneys 
have been received by the authorities of Her 
Britannic Majesty's Province of New Bruns- 
wich, With the intention of preventing depre- 
dations on the forests of the said territory, 
which moneys were carried ton fund called 
the “Disputed Territory Fund,” the proceeds 
whereof it was agreed should be hereufter 
paid over to the parties interested, in the pros 
portions to be determined by a final settlement 
of boundaries: It is hereby nyreed, that a 
correct account of all receipts and payments 
on the said fund, shall be delivered to the Gov 
ernment of the United States, within six 
months after the ratification of this treaty; and 
the proportions of the amount duc thereon to 
the states of Maine and Massachusetts, and any 
bonds nn teillen npportnie 
shall be puid and delivered over to the 
ment of the United States; and the Govern= 
ment of the United States agree to receive 
the use of, and pay over to the sintes of Muine 
and Massachuseus their respective portions of 
said fund; and further, to pay and satisfy said 
states, respectively, for all claims for expenses 
imeurred by them in protecting the said here- 
tofore disputed territory, and making 9 survey 
thereof in 1838: the Governmentof the United 
States agrecing with the states of Maine and 
Massachusetts to pay them the further sum of 
three hundred thousand dollars, in equal 
moities, on account of their aseseat to the 
Jine of boundary deseribed in this treaty, and 
in consideration of the equivalent received 
from the Government of Her Britauute Maj- 
esty. 
AnticLe VI.—It is furthermore under- 
stood and agreed, that for the purpose of run 
ning and. tracing those parts of the line be- 
tween the source of the St. Croix and the St 
Lawrence River, which will require to be ron 
and ascertained, and for making the residue of 
sid Jine by praper monuments on the land, 
two Commissioners shall be appointed, by the 
President of the United States, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate thereof, 
and one by her Britannic Majesty; and the 
said Commissioners shall meet at Bangor, in 
the State of Maine, on the firstday of May 
next, or as soon thereafter es may be, and 
shall proceed to mark the line above described; 
from the source of the St. Croix to the River 
St. John; and shall trace on proper marks the 
dividing line along sid river, and along the 
river St. Francis, to the outlet of the Lake 
Pohenagamook; and from the outlet of snid 
Jake, they shall ascertain, 6X and mark by

ARICLE VIL—It is further agreed, that the 
channels in the river St. Lawrence, on_both 
side of the Long Sauilt Islands, and of Barn- 
hart Island; the chnonels in the river Detroit, 
‘on both sides of the island of Bois Blane, and 
between thatisland and both the American 
and Canadian shores;and all the several chun-

Anticie VIIL—The parties mutually 
stipulate that each shall prepare, equip and 
maintain in service, on the coast of Africa, a 
sufficient und adequate squadron, or naval 
force of vessels, of suitable numbers and de- 
scription, to carry in all not less thon eighty 
auns, to enforce separately anit respectively,

shall enable them most effectually to act in 
concert and cu-operation, upon mutual consul- 
ation, a3 exigencies may arise, for the attain 
mentof the true object of this article; copies 
of all such orders to be communicated by each 
Government to the other respectively. 

“ARITCLE [X—Wheress, notwithstanding, 
all eflorts which may be made on the Coast of 
Africa, for supperssing the Slave Trude the 
facilities for enrrying on that traffic, and 
avoiding the vigilance of cruisers by the frav~ 
dulent use of flags, and other means, are so 
great, and the temptations for pursuing it, 
While a market can be found for slaves, so 
strong, 08 that the desired result may be long
